KILKENNY FRUIT 
PROSPECTS.

A STATEMENT REFUTED. 


From Oun CorRRESPONDENT. 
KILKENNY, Wednesday. 


Reporting to the Kilkenny County Commit 
tee of Agriculture, Mr, E. Purcell, horticul 
tural instructor, dealt with a statement mac 
by some members of that body that the 
apple crop in the county this season was a 
failure owing to the appearance of some nev 
disease which was unaffected by spraying. 

Mr. Purcell said that he made a tour of 
the most important orchards in the count) 


e I 
and, as a result of careful observation, was | 


able to report that the crop was far fron 
being a failure, There was no new diseas 
present, apple scab being responsible for 9 
per cent. of the trouble. In isolated case: 
apple blossom wilt—especially on Lane’ 
Prince Albert—was to be met. Where th 
trees had received proper treatment for th: 
past couple of seasons, such as winter an 
summer spraying and manuring, the pros 
pects for this season's crop were very rosy. 

To judge from the results of experiment: 
being carried out under his supervision, he 
predicted that there would be a complete re 
volution in apple-growing in County Kil 
kenny within the coming three years i 
growers would concentrate on their orchards 
and give them proper treatment, and put 
the fruit before the public in clean, attra 
tive and suitable packages. 

‘*If the foreigner can afford to do this 
and send his fruit thousdnds of miles by) 
land and sea to be placed on our Irish mar 
kets, and left in shops in every town and 
country village in the Free State at a compe 
titive price, said Mr. Purcell, ‘‘ there can 
be no argument put up feasible enough to 
pardon the prevailing neglect and indifferenc: 
of some of our fruit growers.’’ 

The statement that the apple crop in the 


county was a failure was, he added, rather | 


misleading. It made the outlook  rathe: 
gloomy for the new fruit growers’ association 
in the county, and those responsible for the 
introduction of protection would feel rathe: 
perturbed over having nothing to protect. 

The Secretary (Mr. T. Drew) said that an 
inspector from the department, who had been 
over the county, endorsed Mr. Purcell’s re 
port. 

Mr. 8. Walton, a member of the Count) 
Council, said that Mr. Purcell deserved to be 
congratulated on his report and the directions 
which he had given about the care and mar 
keting of apples.
